Special Counsel Pierce Butler of St 
Paul read several letters received by 
W. I). Miles, m anager of the Armoui 
Packing 
company, 
K ansas City, 
in 
June, 1897, in which the am ounts ol 
beef to be shipped to certain E astern 
m a rk ets w ere given and the price to 
be c harged, based on a margin of HO 
cents on th e uniform test cost est! 
m ate used by the packers, was named. 
The 
letters, which wa re obtained 
from W. D. Miles, form er m anager ot 
th e A rm our 
Packing company, also 
flatly refuted the state m en t of H enry 
V eeder on th e witness stand that no 
m eetings of the packers to fix prices 
and apportion business were held be­ 
tw een April, 1897, and January, 1898, 
when a “statistical b ureau” was m ain ­ 
tained to compile records of m eats 
shipped atid prices obtained at differ 
ent points. 
Miles, who severed his connection 
wiih tile A rm our in terests in 1903, will, 
it Is said, be one of the sta r w itnesses 
for th e governm ent. 


Gov ernm ent Springs Surprise. 


After Attorney Butk r had question 
cd 
H enry Veeder, secretary of the 
p ack ers’ pool, regarding the details of 
the* com bination from May, 1893, to 
July I, 1902, when the w itness said 
the last fresh m eat pool dissolved and 
he severed his connection with the 
packers, 
th e 
governm ent 
attorney 
sp rang a surprise on the defendants 
by 
reading the letters and offering 
them in evidence. 
V eeder had previously testified that 
the packers held tw o m eetings during 
the existence of the "statistical bu­ 
re a u ” from April, 1897, to January, 
1898. 
"Does th e reading of th ese letters 
refresh your m em ory in regard to an 
arran g em en t 
at th a t tim e covering 
the shipm ent of beef and th e fixing of 
the m argin 
price?” 
asked 
A ttorney 
Butler. 
“No, although I do not question the 
genuineness of these letters,” said the 
witness, “they indicate th a t if there 
\ as an arran g e m e n t it was of tem ­ 
porary ch aracter.” 
"W ere any p ack ers’ m eetings held 
betw een April, 1902, and March. 1903, 
at which the supply of fresh meat was 
d iscu sse d 7” 
“Not to my knowledge,” replied the 
witness. 
“Did you ev er know of any pack ers’ 
m eetings held on the eighth floor of 
the Counselm an building during this 
period ?” 
“Yes, I believe th ere were m eetings 
held there, but I am not su re of the 
date.” 
“ W ere they in regard to the supply 
and price of m ea t? ” 
“Not in regard to this country. They 
had to do with foreign trade, as I re­ 
m em ber it.”

Representative 
Sin - of Tennessee an I those other 
members o* both branches of the na­ 
tion.ii legislature, who fought the cr* a 
thin of the court and are now work 
ing to procure its abolition, have any 
chance of ultimate success. 
At the same time it is considered 
particularly regrettable by friends of 
the court that the state of the public 
mind, 
or at 
least 
a 
portion of It, 
should be such that the court, after so 
brief an existence and after fulfilling 
the very purpose for which It was 
Creal, d, should now be tho object of 
so spirited a popular outcry and the 
targ. t for such persistent attack. 


Based Upon Misconception. 


There is a feeling that the attitude 
of opponents of the court must he 
based upon misconception of its char­ 
acter, scope and functions and not 
upon knowledge of the act which creat 
cd it or of the history of its activities 
B ir n e it became possessed of Judicial 
power 
There Is no question but that the ac­ 
tion of tho commerce court in enjoin­ 
ing the interstate commerce commis­ 
sion from enforcement of its ruling in 
what are known as the Intermountain
